Whea the mhabitantes of the citie ſawe this 
from the walles and towers, the matter bee- 
ing knowen, they unmed:atly yelded, beemg 
moued by the vertue and clemencie of the 
king, in the victoꝛie welneere wanne. Scipio 
ſayde notably ; that he had lieſter ſane one of 
hys countrymen, than vanguiſhe a whole le⸗ 
gion of his enumies.
